'j  HE  dilb  efles  of  our  fellow  men 
1  mult  always  excite  the  feelings 
of  the  companionate  and  humane  : 
bat  there  is  no  fituation  in  the  hu- 
man life,  whkh  calls  fo  loudly  for 
alliltance,  as  ihat  or  the  man,  v\  ho 
rinds  hpufelf  in  a  ftrange  country, 
without  the  necellaries  of  life,  to 
fipport  a  large  and  helplcfs  fami- 
ly.   This  is  the  cafe  at  this  time

In  old  countries,  the 
number  of  emigrants  btais  io  Imall 
a  proportion  to    the  old  inhabi- 
tants, that  they  can  always  pi  ocure 
fupplies  and  accomodations  of  e- 
ve>y  kind  w  here  they  a  e  abb- to 
pay  for  them  :  but  the  cafe  is  fo 
diri'erent  here,  that  the  new  con  er 
cannot  now  procure  ei:htr,  even 
with  his  money,  without  tome  af- 
lillancc.    I'ublic  policy  alio  re- 
quires that  e  .  ery  citizen  of  this 
Stare,  w  ho  mud  finally  be  affected 
b)  what  e\er  lhall  have  a  ttiuii  jjcy 
to  increat'e  or  retard  the  popula- 
tion ot  the  country ;  fhould  do  eve- 
ry thine  in  his  ,  ow  er,  to  make  the 
iituauon  ot  the  prefent  cmtaiantS, 
as  comfortable  as  pcltjble  ,  a«  the 
not  doing  of  it,  will  be  a  certain, 
means  of  checking  emigration  m 
future.    All  thel'e  confidei  ations 
mud  make  it  our  duty,  both  as  ir.cn 
and  citizens, to  do  tvery  thing  in 
our  power  tor  their  relief;  but 
there  is  great  realon  to  tear,  that 
this  di:ty  has  not  hitherto  been 
properly  attended  to  1  not  fo  much, 
from  a  want  of  the  proper  difpoli- 
ticn  to  induce  us  to  do  it,  as  f  rom 
the  want  of  information  that  it 
was  peculiarly  neceflaiy,  that  it 
ihould  be  done  at  this  time:  and 
alfo  from  the  want  of  a  proper  plan 
for  the  doing  it  with  effect.  Such 
a  plan  is  indifpenfibly  neceffary, 
to  make  the  efforts  oi  the  charita- 
ble and  the  humane,  have  the  defi- 
rcd  eliect.    Such  efforts  without 
fyflem,  play  relieve  the  wants  of  ^

/ 


but  they  will  leave  the  wants 
■of  many  more  without  relief  ;  and 
woft  probably  of  the  moll  meritori- 
,  11  clafs  of  fulferers,  wrhofe  modef- 
ty  presents  them  from  tlifcovering 
a  diftrefs,to  which  they  have  been 
heretofore  ftrangers.  The  great- 
er part  of  the  emigrants  may  be 
divided  into  two  clafles.  I.  Thole 
who  have  the  means  of  fubfiftence, 
but  no  plate  of  refidencc  :  a. 
Thofe  who  have  neither  the  means 
of  fubfiftence,  nor  places  ot  refi- 
dence. Thofe  who  tompofe  the 
firft  clafs,  may  receive  great  afhft. 
ance  from  the  old  inhabitants  of 
the  country,  by  getting  informa- 
tion from  them,  of  the  moft  like- 
ly places,  to  procure  the  neceflary 
fupplie3  of  provilions,  and  habita- 
tions ;  and  by  their  exertions  to 
have  fuch  places  provided  for  them: 
for  1  believe  there  is  fcarcely  a 
farm  in  the  Hate,  on  which  one  or 
more  cabbins  might  not  be  fpared, 
if  the  owners  would  put  themfelves 
to  a  fmall  temporary  inconveni- 
ence, to  ferve  thofe  who  are  now 
fo  much  in  need  of  their  aliiftance. 
And  in  this  way,  great  relief  may 
be  alforded  this  clafs  of  emigrants, 
without  coll  to  any  body.  The 
fecond  clafs,  will  require  not  only 
the  fame  relief,  but  alfo  one  of  a 
more  fubftantial  nature  ;  but  it  is 
a  pleafing  reflection,  that  their 
wants  are  of  fuch  a  nature,  that 
there  is  not  a  man  in  the  ftate, 
who  has  been  here  only  one  year, 
bnt  v  ill  have  it  in  his  power,  to 
relieve  them  in  fome  degree.  I 
would  therefore  propofe,  that  there 
lliould  be  a  committee  appointed 
ID  each  county,  for  the  purpofe  of 
giving  information  and  relief  to 
emigrants  ;  that  this  committee 
mould  appoint  certain  diftricts, 
within  which,  particular  members 
mould  act  j  that  it  fhould  be  their 
duty  within  their  refpecVivc  dif- 
tricts, to  find  out  the  emigrants, 
and  eoqun  e- into  their  wants  ;  that 
ihev  ihotihl  fblicit  the  inhabitants 
for  fubferiptions 
of  fuchiijPfcles,  as  they  can  belt 
fpare,  ana!  which  will  be  adapted 
to  the  wants  of  the  emigrants  ; 
that  after  having  proportioned  the 
whole  quantity  ol  the  articles  fub- 
fcribed,  among  the  emigrants,  in 
proportion  to  their  numbers  and 
wants,  that  they  give  their  orders, 
on  the  fubferibers  for  the  amount 
ot  their  fubferiptions  :  aud  that 
they  endeavor  to  procure  from 
thofe  who  have  them  to  fpare,  the 
i.feof  cabbins  for  their  temporary 
reception.  1  have  been  informed, 
that  focieties  of  this  kind  have 
been  found  very  beneficial  in  fome 
of  the  Atlantic  States,  and  I  am 
confident,  that  the  policy  and  ne- 
cefiity  of  the  mcafure,  ought  to 
operate  much  more  powerfully 
here  than  in  any  flate  in  the  union. 

It  is  unneceffary  to  obferve  that 
if  this  plan  lliould  be  approved  of, 
no  time  ought  to  be  loft  in  carry- 
ing it  into  execution  ;  for  the  fea- 
fon  of  the  year  is  fuch,  that  if  im- 
mediate relief  is  not  afforded,  it 
may  foon  be  too  late  to  attempt  to 
give  it.  It  is  hoped,  that  in  fo  char- 
itable^ necefiary  a  work,  the  old 
proverb,  that  "that  which  is  every 
man's  bufinefs  is  no  man's,"  will 
not  be  verified  ;  but  that  all  who 
really  feel  for  the  wants  and  dif- 
trelles  of  the  emigrants,  will  ex- 
ert themfelves,  to  fet  on  foot,  and 
cany  fully  into  execution,  fome 
effectual  plan  for  their  relief. 

A  FRIEND  lO  THE  DISTRESSED. 

LON  DON,  September,  3. 

A  poftfeript  to  an  article  from 
Bafle  lays,  "  We  are  allured  that 
the  French  government  will  not 
accept  of  the  cellation  of  arms  pro- 
pofed  by  baron  Hardenbergh,  for 
the  German  empire.  Even  the  em- 
peror's ratification  decree,  relative 
to  an  introduction  of  a  peace  with 
France,  is  equally  unfatisf  actory  ; 
and  fince  this  has  been  known,  no'. 
thing  but  the  recommencement  of 
hoftilities  if  expected."

The  whole  of  the  Ruffian  fleet  is 
now  enuring  in  the  North  Sea,  as 
auxiliaries  to  Admiral  Duncan's 
fquadron,  in  cafe  of  emergency, 


and  to  keep  the  cruifers  of  the  e- 
xiemy  in  chec  i» . 

It  is  at  length  officially  notified 
in  the  gazette,  that  actual  hoftili- 
ties have  commenced  between 
Great  Britain  and  Holland.  Cap- 
tain Alms  of  the  Reunion  frigate, 
has  taken  a  Dutch  fiigate  of  36 
guns,  after  a  thort  engagement  ; 
the  pai  titulars  of  which  capture 
are  ftated  in  the  gazette  of  lall 
night.  Admiral  Duncan  is  ltill  on 
the  cruife  in  the  North  Sea. 
September,  6. 
In  a  former  paper  we  flated  that 
a  converfation  had  actually  taken 
place  acrofs  the  channel,  between 
JJonaghadee  and  Portpatrick,  by 
means  of  a  Teltgraphe.  We  are 
now  enabled  to  ltate  farther  parti- 
culars :  Two  gentlemen,  (Meflrs. 
Edgworths)  of  the  county  of  Long- 
foid,  have  been  for  fome  time  palt 
making  experiments  in  different 
j  pofitions  in  that  county,  and  they 
i  fucceeded  fo  well  as  to  induce  them 
j  to  undertake  the  journey  to  Do- 
naghadee, w  he.  e  the  Channel  be- 
tween Brtatn  aud  Ireland  is  the 
narrowed,  being  about  eighteen  I- 
rifh  miles  acrofs. — they  brought 
down  their  machinery  with  them , 
and  having  erected  one  on  each 
fide,  they  converfed  with  each  o- 
ther  on  monday  evening  laft,  the 
weather  being  tolerably  clear. 
The  converfation  that  paft  wasasr 
follows  :  the  gentlemen  on  this 
fide  faid,"  I  fee  you,  being  white, 
diftinctly."  The  other  replied,  44 
1  fee  you  ;  I  with  your's  was  white 
alfo." — (the  machine  on  this  fide 
being  black)  The  gentleman  on 
this  fide  rhen  aTked — ««  What 
o'clock  is  it  ?"  and  was  anfwered 
"  fix."
